Dtisousaion*  Present  restriotiane  severely  Halt  tho  n«pKw»  of 
romds  that  oen  be  fired  through  each  175 bo  gun  tube*  This  has  neces¬ 
sitated  frequent  retubing  ooovoys  to  field  locations  that  have  placed 
an  additional  burden  on  battalion  and  support  naintenanoe  personnel,  and 
on  the  maneuver  units  who  must  provide  convoy  security*  Additionally, 
there  is  the  constant  danger  of  damaging  components  of  the  weapon  each 
time  the  tube  is  changed*  It  ie  felt  that  some  of  the  preeent  maintenance 
problems  with  the  ^uns  may  well  be  caused  by  past  changes* 
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Observation*  Redistribution  of  heavy  artillery  weapons  in  the 
artillery  group  has  done  nuoh  to  alleviate  this  problen.  Saoh  battery  now 
has  two  175m  guns  and  two  8-inoh  howitzers.  A  high  perosntage  of  the 
targets  on  which  the  battery  fixes  are  located  within  range  of  the  8-inoh 
havi tiers,  and  those  weapons  with  their  long  tube  life  are  used*  Visual 
rooonnaisanoo,  agent  reports,  and  SPAR  reports  oontinuo  to  locate  targets 
beyond  8-inoh  range,  but  within  the  fan  of  the  175m  guns,  and  all  batteries 
now  have  the  capability  of  firing  on  then*  Whon  luorativo,  fleeting  targots 
are  located  within  8-inoh  range,  both  guns  and  howitsors  have  been  uossed 
with  no  FIX)  problem.

a  largo  najorlty  of  the  battalion's  firing  is  unobsorvod  using  Met  +  VS 
techniques.  Shis  roquixos  an  aoournta  knovlodgo  of  tho  VB's  of  all  voapons 
with  all  ohargos*  She  VS's  can  be  obtained  only  by  registering  frequently 
with  air  observers*  When  air  or  oft  have  boon  available  on  a  daily  basis, 
oonoond  visits,  rcaiq?ply  of  oritioal  items  ,  and  registrations  have  bean 
aooouplishod.  Rooonnend  that  oooh  battalion  bo  allooatod  at  least  ono
